_ DETERRENT TO 
ARMED CRIME 


A week hence persons in un- 
lawful possession of lethal 
weapons in the Colony will be 
liable to the death penalty. 
The regulation comes none too 
soon. The recent battles with 
gunmen and the loss of valu- 
able lives among the Police in 
the New Territories, the many 
convictions and cases of crime 
with armed violence in the 
past few months, have made 
it clear that neither the exist- 
ing deterrents nor the heavier 
sentences lately imposed by 
the Courts. constitute .a suf- 
ficient curb on armed crime. 
The situation is in many ways 
so abnormal as to create an 
emergency. re 

It is the British tradition to 
temper justice with mercy. 
Normally only criminals who 
take life are answerable to 
the law in kind. Indeed, 
since the war the United 
Kingdom embarked upon an 
experiment in the abolition of 
capital punishment, with re- 
sults not altogether happy 
either for the humanitarians 
or for society asa whole. But 
as a practical people we have 
to face facts. The war. and 
its aftermath have.Jed to new 
perils to the law-abiding com- 
munity. Lethal weapgns have 
been scattered far and wide 
in Asia and many other parts 
of the world. In all history 
there_.was never_such.a_pro- 
fusion, nor have so many men 
learnt how to use them. 

The unrest, disruption, and 
‘uprooting which are so charac- 
teristic of the time induce 
many desperate men to take 
to violent crime. Sometimes 
they. are animated by a blirid 
vengeance against a society 
which has left them derelict. 
More often they are tempted 
to crime by.sheer necessity 
and .the easy. way out. To 
‘such persons even a long term 
of imprisonment, if they are 
caught and convicted, can. be 
looked pon almost. as .a 
guarantee of existence rather 
than a positive deterrent. But 
death. is so permanent, and 
there is no ‘question that this 
is the supreme deterrent... . -
